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BOOK PUBLISHING AS A WAR 
INDUSTRY 

HE scarcity of paper and of material 

for paper in England, coupled with the 

difficulty of obtaining either from across 
seas, and the equal scarcity of labor, has led 
to the proposal that the British Government 
shall suppress or curtail book production, or 
at least that of fiction, in the British Isles. 
We print on another page an article from a 
recent number of the English New Statesman 
giving the arguments on this subject. This is 
a startling proposition, which may well have 
careful attention, as a possible precedent, out- 
side of the country involved, altho our own 
situation as to the supply of paper material 
does not suggest either such drastic action or 
interference in any way with book produc- 


tion, 








To regard book publishing as a non-essen- 
tial industry in time of war, or to treat it 
as other than one of the vital helps to win- 
ning the war, will seem not only to publish- 
ers and booksellers, but to readers in general, 
not least soldier-readers, a fundamental mis- 
take. Enormous help has been given to the 
British Government in the prosecution of the 
war by the books which inform and stimulate 
both the public and the Army to continue 
until final triumph a war which is for the 
salvation of democracy, a democracy which 
has been made possible thru the centuries of 
modern history, only by the developments 
arising from the invention of the printing 
Press. Newspapers and periodicals are 
scarcely comparable in their permanent influ- 
ence with that of books, and should not have 
Precedence in the supply of paper. If the 
Production of books is to be curtailed, the 
Production of newspapers and _ periodicals, 
‘specially those bulking large, should first be 
controlled, so that book publishing might have 
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a 
its fair share of the basic commodity. It is 
only necessary to remind readers of the great 
impetus given to public opinion by books on 
the war and the great help given by books on 
military and engineering science to the 
soldiers, to realize how much this means, and 
if it is suggested that fiction, if nothing else, 
may well be suppressed—how about “Mr. 
Britling Sees It Through’? Has any one 
thing done more in proportion to stimulate 
public interest and stiffen public appreciation 
for the great efforts of the Allies than this 
one “novel”? It is to be hoped that the Brit- 
ish Government may not let itself be driven 
by newspaper outcry to any such drastic con- 
clusion. 

Happily the conditions in this country are 
not such as to raise this question in the same 
way. Paper has been scarce and high, partly 
from natural causes, partly because of the 
trade combinations against which the Federal 
Trade Commission took prompt action. Paper 
some time ago fell from the abnormally high 
prices to which it had gone, and the influence 
of the Commission has been definitely felt in 
establishing more reasonable prices. The 
Commission has now taken a further step in 
requesting book publishers and_ periodical 
publishers respectively to make returns as to 
the amount of paper they use and suggestions 
as to how the demand for paper may be 
shaped to better result by modifying present 
methods. Of such suggestions many are al- 
ready reaching the Commission. One is that 
the publication of novels should be standard- 
ized by avoiding the padding of short novels 
into thick books by the use of unnecessarily 
large print or thick paper. Another is that 
the publishing trade shall curtail the practice 
of furnishing books on sale which involves 
three transportations, the original shipment, 
the return shipment and a third to a new 
market if that is found, besides the possible 
waste of paper which this practice stimulates 
when a book proves not successful. Such 
suggestions as these should form the basis of 
counsel from the Federal Trade Commission 
to book publishers and periodical publishers, 
and should be of real service to them, without 
governmental interference. The triumph of 
Mr. Hoover in obtaining voluntary co-opera- 
tion from the public in food economy instead 
of enforcing prohibitory restrictions, has been 
excellent proof of how much can be accom- 
plished in that better way. 

We should not pass from this subject with- 
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out paying tribute to the English publishing 
trade for its high patriotism. The service 
editions for soldier use which it has pub- 
lished, of the best books at the lowest prices, 
despite the increase in costs of paper and 
labor, have been the best possible examples of 
practical business patriotism. Books hitherto 
high priced, copyright and non-copyright, have 
been re-issued by most publishers at phenom- 
enally low prices, and have found their way 
to the fighting forces of England in enormous 
quantities, as a high stimulus to their patriotic 
effort. In our own country, the publishers 
have co-operated most generously with the 
American Library Association in furnishing 
books for the soldiers, and in many cases pub- 
lishers have given up every penny of profit 
and more, and authors have waived their 
royalties, that books may be sold to the 
American Library Association and furnished 
to our soldiers and sailors in the largest quan- 
tities. Anyone who has visited the canton- 
ments and camps will know how widely this 
great opportunity has been appreciated, from 
the private soldiers at home and over-seas to 
General Pershing himself, whose acts have 
given the most practical testimony to the value 
of this book service. Men read who never 
read before, and after the war there will be a 
return of bread cast upon the waters, in the 
fact that the publishing and bookselling trade 
will find many thousands returned from the 
field who will become new patrons of libra- 
ries and bookstores. 

T a Better Homes Show held recently in 

Grand Rapids, Mich., the local public li- 

brary exhibited a collection of “Books 
for a Better Home Library,” showing “what 
can be purchased for less than $100.” Book- 
sellers will appreciate the spirit of gen- 
erous co-operation reflected in the  fol- 
lowing paragraphs in the preface to the 
list of recommended books for adults in the 
Bulletin of the Grand Rapids library: 

“In purchasing books for the home the Li- 
brary advises always that one of the local 
book stores be consulted before sending an 
order out of the city. The bookstore may 
have the book in stock, and if not booksellers 
are usually glad to order volumes for cus- 
tomers. Many persons come to the Library 
to see the books they want to order for a 
special purpose, before calling on the book- 
seller. The Library is always glad to give 
its aid for such purposes. 
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“The Library advises the greatest caut 
in the purchase of sets of subscription bo 
from agents. Many such sets are enormous! 
padded, extravagantly bound, and often s 
at an outrageous price—frequently four or fi 
times their real worth. The Library has on 
number of occasions bought the more me: 
torious sets of such works at about o1 
fifth the price paid by citizens to agents. T| 
Library’s tools for book buying and its know! 
edge and experience in the value and worth 
of books are always given most freely an 
most gladly to all citizens who may wish ¢ 
avail themselves of these facilities. The 
is good reason to believe that some yea 
there is taken out of the city for more or less 
flim flam subscription sets, more than the 
total amount of money received in a year 
from taxation for the support of the Grand 
Rapids Public Library.” 


THIRD LIBERTY LOAN

Many sub-committees have been formed and 
they are ready to canvass personally each 
house and render every assistance possible 
The special sub-committee on booksellers in 
New York consists of Charles E. Butler. 
chairman and secretary, Isaac Mendoza and 
Lewis A. Keating. At the time of this report, 
the canvass had just started and subscriptions 
of $100.000 have been reported thru the central! 
committee. 


RECENT JUDICIAL DECISION RE 
OBJECTIONABLE LITERATURE 


The opinion of Judge Augustus N. Hand in 
Anderson v. Patten, Postmaster, in the United 
States District Court, S. D., New York (No- 
vember, 1917, 247 Fed., 382), is of great inter 
est as a discussion of the perennial question, 
what constitutes “obscene” literature. The 
actual decision was that the Postmaster of the 
City of New York would not be restrained 
from denying the use of the mails for the 
October issue of the Little Review because of 
the lewd nature of some of its contents. At-

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rention was called to the strong presumption 
entertained by the courts that the action of the 

Postmaster-General in such a case was taken 
‘a the exercise of reasonable discretion and 
vas not purely arbitrary. Without repeating 
here the objectionable details of the publica- 
‘ons under consideration, the following gen- 
eral reflections from the opinion may well be 
( oted: 

“The whole subject involved in this case is 
heset with difficulties, and the duty of the 
Postmaster-General in administering the act is 
4 most delicate one. Few would, I suppose, 
doubt that some prevention of the mailing of 
lewd publications is desirable, and yet no field 
of administration requires better judgment or 
more circumspection to avoid interference with 
a justifiable freedom of expression and lit- 
erary development. I have little doubt that 
numerous really great writings would come 
under the ban if tests that are frequently cur- 
rent were applied, and these approved publica- 
tions doubtless at times escape only because 
they come within the term ‘classics,’ which 
means, for the purpose of the application of 
the statute, that they are ordinarily immune 
from interference, because they have the sanc- 
tion of age and fame and usually appeal to a 
comparatively limited number of readers. It 
is very easy, by a narrow and prudish con- 
struction of the statute, to suppress literature 
of permanent merit. These considerations of 
administration, however, are not for the 
courts, except in cases where the judgment of 
the Postmaster-General has been wholly arbi- 
trary and without foundation.” 

In common with the decision of Justice Mor- 
gan J..O’Brien in Matter of Worthington Co. 
(30 N. Y. Supp., 361) the present decision rec- 
ognizes that standard works of literature, the 
productions of earlier eras, when ideas of 
morality and decency were more crude than 
at present, should not be banned because they 
contain prurient episodes or expressions. The 
administrative difficulty arises principally 
with regard to contemporary productions, and 
it may be said, as the present opinion sug- 
gests, that if the aim be purely humorous, in- 
decency ought to be sufficient for suppression 
of publication and exclusion from the mails. 
When the purpose is not merely that of amuse- 
ment but is either didactic or seriously zxs- 
thetic, different minds will differ as to whether 
a book is to be classed as legitimate literature 
or a merely pornographic publication. It 
would seem that Judge Hand is clearly right 
in refusing to interfere with the postmaster’s 
“iscretion in the présent case; first, because 
part of the excluded publication was humorous 
i its purport, and, second, because there was 
sufficient grounds, as to another part of it, for 
the conclusion that the element of lubricity 
would be taken by the general reader as 
Primary and not subsidiary or incidental. In 
this latte resp@tt the decision’ is comparable 
Modena of the Supreme Judicial Court’ of 
rg usetts in Commonwealth v. Buckley 
(80 N. E., 910), affirming the conviction of a 
ookseller under a statute prohibiting the pub- 
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lication and circulation of obscene literature 
for selling the book known as “Three Weeks.” 
The discussion of the Massachusetts court 
may well be read in connection with that of 
Judge Hand in the present case. In the 
Massachusetts case the appeal was from a 
conviction by a jury, and it was held that 
there was sufficient to authorize the verdict. 
Entertaining the view that the Massachusetts 
court was correct in-.the position it took with 
regard to “Three Weeks,” we are still of opin- 
ion that there may be novels and dramas even 
of contemporary life that, altho containing 
scenes which in themselves would be objec- 
tionable, ought not to be suppressed, because 
to do so would tend to dwarf legitimate liter- 
ary effort. And there may be modern works 
of fiction in which the literary or esthetic 
purpose is so clearly paramount that a post- 
master’s action in excluding them as salacious 
should be overridden by the courts. 


THE NECESSITY OF BOOKS 


66 OLOMON, that sun among men, ex- 
horteth us to buy books gladly and sell 
them unwillingly, saying in the 23rd 

chapter of Proverbs, ‘Buy the truth, and sell 

not wisdom.’” Mr. G. G. Coulton quotes this 
charming sentence from Richard de Bury, tutor 
to Edward I'I.; in his recent garner of medizval 
documents, “Social Life in Britain from the 

Conquest to the Reformation.” It came into 

one’s head at the beginning of the week, says 

a writer in the last number of the English 

New Statesman to reach this country, when 

one heard a rumor that the Government, 

having been driven back in confusion from 
the British Museum, was about to begin an 
assault on new books. Some people said that 

Sir Auckland Geddes had decided to treat 

publishing as a luxury trade and to put a 

stop to it till the end of the war. A milder 

version of the story was that he was going 
to prohibit the issue of new fiction. There are 
certain emergencies in which we might be in- 
clined to acquiesce in either of these disas- 
trous steps without a protest. Disastrous oc- 
casions may call upon us for disastrous sacri- 
fices. What chiefly alarms us, however, in the 
reported intention of our present rulers is 
the doubt whether they even realize that the 
prohibition of new books would be a disaster. 
Their history is the history of men who have 
shown a rooted indifference to the things of 
the mind and the spirit. They have made use 
of the services of some eminent authors for 
propaganda purposes, but their record on the 
whole is that of men who regard Mr. Bot- 
tomley as a greater national asset than Mr. 
Robert Bridges. They would probably be sur- 
prised to learn that the fame of England owes 
more to the men who wrote poetry and 
fiction in the form of plays in the age of Eliza- 
beth than even to the statesmen and sailors 
of those abounding days. We do not say this 
in belittlement of the politicians and the men 
of action. There is one glory of statesmanship 
and another glory of literature. If we com- 
pare them, it is not to pit the one against 
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the other, but to emphasize the necessity of 
both to the greatness of a nation. It is no 
disparagement of Drake and Cecil to athrm 
that without Marlowe and Shakespeare and 
Spenser Elizabethan England would have been 
England widowed of half her greatness. 
Elizabethan England was a great age princi- 
pally because it was an age of great books. 
No nation can dispense with its authors and 
hold up its head in the. world. It is in its 
literature that a nation becomes self-conscious 
and examines itself, learns manners and hu- 
manity and becomes initiated into truth thru 
the imagination. The spirit of man enjoys 
greater liberty as a discoverer of truth in 
literature than either in politics or in theology. 
Literature does not wear the chains of par- 
tisanship. It reminds man that he is some- 
thing more than a voter. It liberates him 
from the spites and illusions of the moment 
and invites him into the world of realities. 
We do not claim that it is the only thing that 
does so. Religion, philosophy, music, idealism 
of every kind, have something of the same 
transforming and transfiguring power. None 
of these, however, is at the present stage of 
human progress a_ sufficient substitute for 
literature as the cultivator of human sym- 
pathies and, in consequence, the creator of a 
freer and friendlier world. When Shelley as- 
serted that the poets were the unacknowledged 
legislators of mankind, he said the wisest 
thing that has ever been said in regard to the 
necessity of literature. The Government that 
does not recognize the creative importance of 
books is a Government fitter for rule over 
savages than over civilized men.

We shall 
be reminded that the world would not be a 
penny the poorer either in wisdom or in hap- 
piness if nine out of ten contemporary books 
were strangled at birth. Every repression of 
the arts is justified by some such argument. 
The supporters of the censorship in the the- 
ater used to demand the namés of any great 
plays that the censor had forbidden. Even 
if the censor had never forbidden the pro- 
duction of “QCdipus Rex” and “Ghosts,” we 
hold that the case against him would have still 
remained. The objection to him was not so 
much that he prohibited great plays, but that 
he prevented them from being written. His 
presence was a warning that in the theater 
the free play of the mind would not be per- 
mitted. To become a writer of plays was to 
work under the chilling eye of an inquisitor 
who had the right to lay the creature of one’s 
brain on a bed of Procrustes and operate on 
it as he would. Sensitive imaginations hesi- 
tated to bring into the world progeny doomed 
to so ignominious a fate. Censorships, what- 
ever their objects, almost invariably act as 
deterrents of creation. A ban on publishing 
would be dangerous in the same way, because 
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it would act as a discouragement of the ; 
tal and imaginative life of the nation 
would not sadden us to any great degre:

ence Barclay or Mr. Alfred Noyes. We 
that England could still survive and , 
maintain a reasonable level of good spirits.

Everyone who has a bad 
temper has written a war-book. Everyone who 
can spell Treitschke has written a war-book 
And we doubt whether the books and pam 
phlets that have been blessed by the Govern 
ment for propagandist purposes are on an 
average on a higher plane of intelligence tha: 
the war-books that nobody notices except th¢ 
reviewers. Suppose, again, that the prohibition 
were limited to fiction, does this mean that Mr 
Conrad would be forbidden to give us another 
“Typhoon,” vr Mr. Bennett another “Clay- 
hanger,” while hack-writers were ensured 
greater sales than ever for ill-written anec

the war, book publishing in London pros- 
pered last year. 

Cassell & Co. report: “After making pro- 
vision for bad and doubtful debts, depreciation, 
etc., business for the year ending Dec. 31, 1917, 
shows a net profit of £25,155 18s. 1d.” 

William Heineman writes: “In regard to 
the effect of the war on business, I think you 
might draw some encouragement from our ex- 
perience. The book-trade suffered most ter- 
ribly during the first eighteen months or two 
years of the war, and then picked up, with the 
result that we are to-day selling more books 
than we have ever sold before; in fact, it is 
quite impossible for us to keep pace with the 
demand. Unfortunately, the cost of produc- 
tion is so high that the profit is almost wiped 
out, but the trade is in a state of living activ- 
ity far greater than it was before the war. 
I feel sure that you will have exactly the same 
experience in America, and that by the au- 
tumn, if all other trades stop, you will find 
books are booming. With the cutting off of 
so many other amusements and luxuries, the 
demand for literature is bound to increase. 
To-day the closing of clubs and theaters at 
9:30 is announced in the papers, and I think 
that will probably further increase the demand 
for books as people will have to stop at home 
now.” 


SELLING BOOKS 


By Frank M. Behymer, of the William Harvey 
Miner Co., Inc., of St. Louis. 
FTER years of experience in handling 
books of every kind, and in nearly every 
language, if I were asked by one new 
to the business to list the leading requisites of 
a successful book salesman, I would reply: 
(1) A good, general knowledge of books and 
their contents, with some ideas as to the per- 
sonality of the writers; (2) The ability to talk 
books, to discuss their merits or demerits with 
prospective customers; in other words, to pos- 
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sess the “gift of gab” without being 
“sabby”; (3) To show a spirit of affal 
and politeness, under any and all circ 
stances, albeit some customers are very tr 
to one’s patience. To these three rule; 
might add a fourth, viz: If you do not ha 
pen to have just what is asked for, don’t } 
to overrule your customer’s judgment, a: 
force something else upon him under the plea 
that it is “just as good.” If you do, 
chances are that you will more often lose tha; 
gain a customer. True, a customer who i: 
seeking for a book containing specific info: 
mation upon a certain subject will, often rel; 
largely upon the knowledge and good jud 
ment of the dealer—in fact I have met wit! 
some who, after stating in a general way what 
they wanted, would leave it entirely to me t 
select what I thought would suit them 
whether it were a single book, or a number 
of volumes, satisfied to abide by my judgment. 
But it is always better to wait until your 
advice is asked for than to offer it too freely, 
and run the risk of getting snubbed. 

I know of no business so well adapted 
take the conceit out of those who may be ove: 
burdened with it, or to cure a case of exag 
gerated ego as is the constant handling of a 
large variety of books. Young bookmen wh 
labor under the delusion that, to paraphrase 
old Job, “they are the people, and wisdom 
will die with them,” need but to be engaged 
in this business for a while to realize how 
little they ever can know, comparatively 
speaking, or at least how much there is for 
them yet to learn. Working constantly among 
a stock of 200,000 volumes, and yet being fre- 
quently asked for some work not contained 
therein, one comes more and more to a reali- 
zation of the truth of the Biblical writer’s 
statement that “of making books there is n 
end.” 

Since, from their very nature, books appea! 
most strongly to the intellectual side of man 
it follows as a corollary that a book-store is 
the last place on earth for a grouchy, il! 
tempered salesman. Politeness is a valuable 
asset, under any circumstances, but there i: 
or should be, in this business especially, 
air of fellowship and a helpful spirit of co 
operation and good will, manifested at al! 
times between bookmen and their customers 
for truly this is the most democratic of all 
business institutions. 

“Appearances are often deceitful,” and the 
truth of this old saw is nowhere better exem- 
plified than in the book business. The most 
unlikely people sometimes turn out to be the 
best and most intelligent customers. I shall 
not soon forget the jolt I received some years 
ago, when an old colored man, a hod carrier 
with the evidence of his employment in th 
shape of lime and mortar spots on his clothes. 
came shuffling in, and asked ta be shown our 
department of phrenology, and kindred sub- 
jects. He found some books which suited 
him, and while selecting them discoursed 
learnedly about the psychological and physio 
logical effect of mind upon matter, the proba- 
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hilities of truth in the deductions of Gall, 
Spurzheim, Fowler and others, in the science 
of phrenology, etc., even touching upon spirit- 
ism, mediumship, and the theories of investi- 
gators of psychic phenomena, such as Sir 
Oliver Lodge, William James, Wm. T. Stead, 
and Alfred Russell Wallace. And all this not 
in a bombastic style, but with the quiet de- 
meanor of a man who was entirely at home 
in discussing such questions, and with a com- 
mand of language that was simply amazing, 
considering his position in life. 

Women have always had the reputation of 
being slow in making up their minds as to 
just what they want when selecting goods, but 
here, as elsewhere, every bookseller has found 
occasional interesting exceptions. One morn- 
ing early a young woman came into our store 
and stated that she was from down in Georgia, 
that she had been delegated by a certain 
church society there to purchase some books, 
and would I show her our works on theology. 
She at once began to select here and there, 
and soon had enough to make a good sized 
boxful the value of which figured up nearly 
thirty-five dollars. She paid cash for them, 
gave shipping directions, gathered up her 
wraps and umbrella and left, having been in 
the store scarcely two hours altogether. Most 
men would have spent a whole day selecting a 
similar lot. 

In striking contrast to this case, I may men- 
tion that of another young lady who asked to 
Le shown our departmert cf poetry. Here, 
after having spent some time in examining the 
works of one author after another, she stated 
that she was interested in finding a copy of 
Watson’s poems, which would contain his well- 
known poem entitled “The Beautiful Snow.” 
I had a very nice copy which I showed her, 
but she merely glanced thru it and replaced 
it on the shelf. Thence’ she wandered about 
the store, asking to see one after another line 
ct books, always naming some favorite author 
i whose work she pretended to be interested. 
Finally, after having taken up an hour and a 
half of my time, she walked to the door, 
and with a cool “Thank you” departed, with- 
out having made a sitigie purchase, nor have 
I ever seen her since. Josh Billings says, “the 
best thing to do for the toothache is to thank 
the Lord it ain’t the gout,” and perhaps the best 
thing to do with some customers is to thank 
the Lord that their kind does not occur very 
otten. 

Our business—one of the largest and best 
book-stores west of the Mississippi—is almost 
exclusively a second-hand business, and only 
those who are engaged in this line can know 
the fascination of it, the constant seeking for 
aid occasional finding of rare and valuable 
works among the accumulated volumes which 
have perhaps heen for a time relegated to the 
obscurity of tné attic, or the cellar of the 
home, only to be sent later to the .second- 
hand store. In most cases such accumulations 
are of little value, but now and then a volume 
will bob up which is worth more than the 
entire lot of those which may accompany it. 


This element of uncertatinty «s to the value 
of a lot of old books, the possibility of picking 
up a scarce first edition, a rare old binding, 
an engraving or print by a noted artist, a 
presentation copy signed by a celebrated au- 
thor, an autograph letter from a person of 
prominence, all combine to give to the busi- 
ness an interest and a fascination that never 
is felt by those who handle new books only. 
And what a variety of things we find in old 
books! Private letters, post cards, often from 
far distant lands, photographs, locks of hair, 
pressed flowers, plants and leaves, four-leaved 
clovers, and most numerous of all, the written 
inscription from relative or friend. What 
tales of romance, of joy or sorrow, of comedy 
or tragedy, of life in all its varied aspects and 
vicissitudes are disclosed by these old volumes ! 
Here is a little story-book, or a book of 
verses, which has been presented to Tommie, 
or Harry, or Alice, with best wishes for 
X-mas or birthday, from papa and mamma, 
or from Uncle Ben or Aunt Mary, and which 
by its cheap, unpretentious make-up proclaims 
that the donor may have been one who could 
not afford to spend much for books. Next, the 
more pretentious, gilt-edged volume or set, 
presented to sweetheart or married partner, 
the name of the recipient carefully written 
in, in the best style of which “he” or “she” 
was capable, and which bespeaks a greater 
degree of prosperity than was shown in the 
case we have just described. Then we pick 
up a volume of Shakespeare, a de luxe edi- 
tion of its day, which was perhaps in the 
middle of the eighteenth century, or it may 
be a copy of Addison, or some other of the 
early essayists, which has been presented by 
the pupils of a certain school, as a testimonial 
to their beloved teacher, at the end of the 
term. Most pathetic of all is the little lock 
of hair, sometimes found in the old family 
Bible, accompanied by a brief account of 
baby’s death. The entire record is there, the 
birth dates of papa and mamma, the date of 
their marriage, then one by one the coming 
of the children, and now and then a death, 
the whole having been written in some cases 
by two or more hands, and at widely separated 
intervals. Even an old-time album will now 
and then drift in, with all the family pictures 
in it, many of which represent a period and 
a style of photography that has long since 
passed away. These are some of the more 
intimate moods of bookselling denied the 
bookseller whose treasures are only the re- 
splendent gilt and crimson jacketed volumes 
fresh from the presses—some of the moods 
that tend to make a man, once an antiquarian 
bookseller, always an antiquarian bookseller. 


AUTHORS’ LEAGUE ANNUAL 
MEETING 
hw Authors’ League of America held its 





annual meeting Tuesday afternoon, April 
oth, in Rumford Hall in the American 
Chemical Societies building, East 41st Street, 
New York, which was needed to accommodate 
the considerable number of members present. 
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There were at least a hundred in attendance, 
and over 300 sent proxies for voting at the 
election. Rex Beach, president of the League. 
presided, and in a pleasant address traced the 
history of the organization from its inception 
five years ago, congratulated the members on 
the increase within the year, despite war con- 
ditions, from a membership of 1666 to a total 
of 1801, and reviewed the work of the Execu- 
tive Committee during the past year. 

The session was occupied chiefly with the 
reports of the several committees, presented 
orally by the chairmen, or read by the secre- 
tary, Eric Schuler. The most important was 
that of the Committee on Literary Agents, 
read bv Leroy Scott, which stated that not 
more than half-a-dozen such agencies were 
worthy of the confidence of authors, and 
warned the craft against the various tricks and 
devices used by unscrupulous agents. The 
Committee on Book Contract, thru Jesse 
Lynch Williams reported progress, acknowl- 
edged the co-operation of publishers as well 
as authors in drafting and revising a standard 
form, and stated that it was hoped before the 
next meeting of the League to print a model 
form for the use of authors and publishers. 
The Dramatic Committee reported thru Cosmo 
Hamilton the great difficulty which they had 
found in dealing with theatrical managers re- 
specting a standard contract, in marked con- 
trast with the attitude of book publishers, and 
Channing Pollock followed this report by a 
vigorous and humorous presentation of the 
rebuffs to which dramatic authors had been 
treated by managers. 

The Committee on Authors’ League Fund 
reported thru Ellis Parker Butler that it had 
been able to relieve many needy cases, of 
which examples were given. The Fund is, 
however, a corporation separate from the 
League, and its formal meeting was arranged 
for the following day. Louis Joseph Vance 
presented the financial report, which showed a 
revenue exceeding $16,000, the payment of a 
previous deficit of $2000, and a cash balance 
with book surplus of $800. Rex Beach made 
a statement for the Committee on Legislation 
with reference to the cooperation of the Au- 
thors’ League in the Publishers’ Advisory 
Board in opposing the increase of second- 
class postal rates, and made plain how much 
the voluntary services of authors and car- 
toonists are helping in stimulating public opin- 
ion against that measure. Brief reports from 
the Committees on Income Tax, on Employ- 
ment, on Copyright, stating that copyright leg- 
islation cannot be expected until after the war, 
and on Artists, were read by the secretary, Eric 
Schuler. 

A member, citing from the Literary Digest 
the annual summary of book production made 
by the PusLisHERS’ WEEKLY and assuming that 
the 10,060 books represented that number of 
American authors, made an eloquent plea for 
extending the membership especially among 
non-fiction writers. This assumption over- 
looked the fact that many of these were 
works of English origin or re-issued books.

DOES SUGGESTIVE SALESMANSHIP PAY ? 


Perhaps one of the greatest factors in the 
business world to-day is the power of sug- 
gestion. We find this true in every phase of 
America’s business life, but without doubt it 
is most striking in the book business. 

At present I am a book clerk in a small 
town. I have been engaged in selling books 
a very short time. But one of the biggest les- 
sons I have learned from my experience in 
the book business is the wonderful power of 
suggestion. 

There is no need to explain what is meant, 
for everyone engaged in the busy world ot 
buying and selling knows what suggestive 
salesmanship is. So many of us clerks give 
this lame reply to the argument for suggestive 
salesmanship as a means for promoting better 
business, “Oh, well, I don’t see how you can 
get people to buy what they don’t want.” 

Fellow-clerks, this idea is all wrong. In the 
first place, we are not trying to sell our cus- 
tomers articles they don’t want. Take, for 
instance, the following example: 

A local clergyman stopped in our store not 
long ago to buy some stationery. I supplied 
his various wants and on my way to the wrap- 
ping counter I ventured to inform him that 
Wells’ new novel, “The Soul of a Bishop,” 
had just come in. “Is that out already? Why, 
I understood the date of publication was 
several weeks off. Why, yes, of course | 
want a copy. Just put it on my bill with the 
rest of the things.” 

That man did not buy that novel against his 
own wishes. He had wanted that book ever 
since he first learned that Mr. Wells had 
written a new book, and my suggesting it to 
him did not displease him, he was in fact 
glad I had done so and it had increased the 
amount of my sale. 

It“is really’ sd“ easy to increase one’s daily 
sales by this simple means of suggestion that 
it is rather surprising that we do not do more 
of this intensive selling. Only last Saturday 
two men walked into the store and made a 
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straight line for the book department. Some- 
how I always have a feeling of exultation 
when I see people nearing my books. I was 
busy with a customer at the time I noticed 
these two men peering at the titles on my re- 
print shelves, and to tell the truth I did not 
want to wait on them. Big men frighten me 
at times for I am such a little girl, only five 
feet two inches and my year and a half in the 
business world has not quite banished all of 
my stage fright; and these two men were 
rather rough looking. 

“Now don’t be a little fool,” I said to my- 
self, “you are paid to keep those books moving 
off those shelves” and with that I stepped up 
boldly (at least I hope I looked very brave), 
and asked them if there was some special book 
they were looking for. 

“Why, yes,” one of them answered (just as 
politely and nicely as could be), “my name’s 
McKinnon. I ordered a book here about a 
week ago and I wondered if it had come yet.” 

“Oh, yes,” I replied, “it’s in the ‘call-for’s.’” 
I got the book, unwrapped it and took a 
glance at the author’s name. “We have a new 
book by the same author as this and it is 
equally as good,” said I, handing him the new 
volume. He hadn’t read it, he did not even 
know the author had written a second novel. 
“Yes, I'll take this one, too.” 

As I wrapped these two books, I told him of 
an interesting war book I had been reading, 
“Let me see it.” He glanced casually thru 


the pages, -“I will take this, too. You don’t 
need to wrap it up. I'll just stick it in my 
pocket.” 


_ F was quite delighted. I had tried suggest- 
ing again, it worked wonderfully and the 
amount of my sales had jumped in a short 
period from $1.50 to $4.25. Was it worth 
while trying for? Did I sell that man anything 
he did not want? The average customer 
hasn’t the time to keep in touch with the new 
authors and new books like we book clerks 
have. People are willing to buy books, .all 
they are waiting for is for us to tell them of 
the new writers and new novels and to help 
a by means of suggestion to select the very 
est. 

Mrs. S. stepped up to the counter Wednes- 
day morning and after passing the time of 
day, I asked her what I could do for her. 

“I'd like to. look at Episcopal prayer books 
and Hymnals.” 

Her son was about to leave home for the 
first time and she wanted to give him an ap- 
propriate and helpful farewell gift. 

She soon selected a six dollar set and as she 
gazed over the various ones I had displayed 
on the counter I asked if John her son had 
a Bible. “Oh, yes, but come to think of it I 
believe I will give him a new one to go with 
the prayer and hymnal.” 

The sale now came to $12.50 but I was not 
satisfied. Mrs..S,. might not get uptown again 
for a week or so, and why not show her some 
late books? 

“We have some very interesting new books. 
Have you read ‘Ambulance No. 10,’ ‘War 
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Bread,’ or ‘The Red Planet’ by W. J. Locke 2” 
“No, I haven’t. I guess I'll take ‘The Red 
Planet,’ and ‘War Bread’ looks rather inter- 
esting. I’ll take that, too.” 

My cash ticket now called for $15.25. 

Perhaps the most novel experience in sales- 
manship I have ever had, occurred one after- 
noon. An over-dressed woman came in to 
buy “some writin’ paper.” As I wrapped the 


box of stationery she asked, “Will yez tell 


me why youse got them books all alike on 
that table,” indicating a front counter where 
was displayed a recent novel. 

“Why,” I replied, “we consider that book 
one of the best of its kind that has been writ- 
ten in a long time, and we expect it to be one 
of our big Christmas sellers.” I handed her 
a copy and suggested rather half-heartedly I 
am sure, for I never expected to make that 
sale, “Why don’t vou read it. I am quite sure 
you would enjoy it and no doubt your friends 
would, too.” 

“Humph,” was all I heard for a minute, 
while she looked through the book. “Waal, 
I'll take it. How much did yez say ’twas?” 

Hurrah! I had tried it again and it had 
worked beautifully. Another example, if you 
will listen a minute longer. A woman saun- 
tered into our store, gazed idly a few mo- 
ments at the books then turned to me. 

“I want a book to send to a lad at Camp 
Dix. What would you suggest?” 

What would I suggest? Why, [ rattled off 
the names and pulled down the books I 
thought that drafted boy would enjoy with 
the greatest eagerness I have ever displayed. 

“These pocket editions with khaki covers 
are just made for the boys at camp,” said I, 
handing her the different ones. She thought 
“Laugh and Live” would be the best, “I'll take 
this” she remarked briefly. “Oh,” I remon- 
strated, “you ought to send him a copy of 
the ‘Rhymes of a Rookie’ too; why that con- 
tains some of the cleverest jingles I have 
ever read. He will just enjoy that. And the 
book by Honoré Willsie ‘Benefits Forgot’ 
‘Laugh and Live’ and the other book will cheer 
him up and help him to forget the monotony 
of the training camp, but ‘Benefits Forgot’ 
will teach him before it is too late to appre- 
ciate and understand the meaning of a 
mother’s love and sacrifice.” 

My customer pondered a moment. “I think 
that would be good for him. I will take all 
three of them.” Did I sell anything to that 
customer that she did not want? No, of 
course not. I simply suggested the books I 
knew that chap would get the most out of and 
instead of purchasing one book she had 
walked out with three. 

It is up to us book clerks to keep our trade, 
both regular and chance, posted on all the new 
best books. The people want good wholesome 
stories and it is for us to pass our knowledge 
on to our respective customers. 

Do vou think suggestive salesmanship pays? 
Every time, and we must practice it every 
day, every chance we get. We owe it to our 
employer, to the public whom we serve and to 
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ourselves to make intensive selling not a by- 
word in business but a real live thing. 

I do so declare that every statement men- 
tioned in this article is true and happened in 
my own experience. 


MORE ABOUT W.H.SMITH & SON’S 
COURSE OF INSTRUCTION 


N a further communication from J. W. 

Frings, who is conducting the employees’ 

course of instruction for W. H. Smith & Son, 
of England, as outlined in the PuBLISHERS’ 
WEEKLY of March 30, 1918, he states: 

“At the close of the time allotted for enter- 
ing the competition over 400 entries had been 
received. Altho many of the competitors 
have written very good papers and we have 
thus been able to discover some members of 
the staff who have sufficient intelligence and 
capacity to warrant early promotion, it has 
been, on the other hand, somewhat discon- 
certing to discover many who have very little 
general knowledge.” 

The course to train able “seconds” and 
test the possession of general knowledge and 
encourage its growth was complete in six les- 
sons consisting of 12 questions each, in the 
Junior (Class B) and Senior (Class A). The 
sum of £75 was given as prizes.

HE year 1800, which saw the birth o! 

George Bancroft and of Thomas Babing- 

ton Macaulay, marks the beginning of the 
new era in historical writing. The historians 
who lived before 1800 made little use of 
primary source materials of history, and their 
works have, consequently, been superseded by 
the works of later historians who based their 
histories on scientific investigations and orig- 
inal research.

brief; those who have to do with but a few 
years are long.” Macaulay was a Whig, and 
his “History” attacks the Tory version of.Eng- 
lish history. Rhodes says further: “Macaulay’s 
“History” is a great book, shows extensive re- 
search, a sane method, and an excellent power 
of narration; and when he is a partisan, he is 
so honest and transparent that the effect of his 
partiality is neither enduring nor mischievous. 
_, . Every aspiring historian has, I suppose, 
dreamed of that check of £20,000 which Ma- 
caulay received as royalty on his “History” for 
its sale during the year 1856, but no such 
dream has since been realized.”

This famous history of England, from 
which so many children get their first knowl- 
edge of English history, belongs among the 
hundred worst books of the world. There 
could be no book more unfit for a child. It 
gives the most disgusting and unnecessary de- 
tails. See Chapter 8, in the account of the 
burial of William the Conqueror: “The tomb 
was too small, and they tried to force it (the 
cofnn) in. It broke, a dreadful smell arose, 
the people hurried out into the air... .” See 
Chapter 12, in Irish insurrections: “In one 
fight they cut off three hundred heads, and 
laid them before MacMurrough, who turned 
them every one up with his hands rejoicing, 
and, coming to one which was the head of a 
man whom he had much disliked, he grasped it 
by the hair and ears, and tore off the nose and 
lips with his teeth.” 

Dickens’s epithets are coarse and vulgar. 
James I is called “His Sowship,” and James II 
the “Royal Mole.” The Crusades are slur- 
ringly treated, religious institutions are ridi- 
culed, and the pious memory of Joan of Arc 
is defamed. 

“A Child’s History of England” has an 
undeserved place in literature, and it is to be 
hoped that it will be debarred from our school 
libraries. 

If booksellers are directors of public read- 


ing, and if they rightfully belong to the De-. 


partment of Public Safety, they will endeavor 
to keep this book out of the hands of children.

and its vivid dramatic scenes. Froude’s his- 
tory extends over three reigns, and lends itself 
to easy division into three portions, as in 
Everyman’s Library. 

Froude’s history is a “storehouse of frou- 
dacities.” The word froudacity historians ex- 
plain, does not mean intentional mendacity, 
but merely congenital inability to tell the truth. 
James Ford Rhodes says: “For constitutional 
inaccuracy such as Froude’s no allowance can 
be made.” All critics agree that Froude’s “His- 
tory” is eminently readable altho undependable.

The title of Buckle’s history is very mis- 
leading. G. P. Gooch says it is far from being 
a national history either in aim or in execu- 
tion. Buckle died before completing it, and it 
remains a fragment to-day. As much attention 
was to have been paid to Scotch, French, and 
Spanish culture as to English, the author in- 
tending “not to narrate a history of English 
culture but to reveal the causes that gov- 
erned it.”

Of Freeman it was said that “he wrote no 
great history but he made the writing of great 
history possible.” He hated manuscripts and 
libraries, and he refused to spend his tite 
deciphering original documents. His neglect 
of unprinted material caused him to be 
severely criticized as an historian. Freeman 
emphasized the supreme importance of Teu- 
tons and their institutions. His history has 
been called “a glorification of Teutonism.” 
Other historians differing from him, regard 
the Norman Conquest as a conquest of Celts, 
a triumph of Latin civilization not Teutonic. 
Freeman was a lifelong critic and rival of 
Froude. According to G. P. Gooch, Freeman 
was a champion of liberty, Froude, an apolo- 
gist of despotism.

We ship large quantities of books to Australia, same 
being forwarded by various publishers thruout this 
country and although we have given instructions that 
same must not be forwarded by parcels post, various 
publishers here do not appreciate that this is a much 
more costly way of forwarding them than by book post. 

We know that you are familiar with the parcels post 
regulations as they apply in Australia as in times past 
you have referred to this in your publication and we 
would like to suggest that for the benefit of the 
American publishers, who are often caused much em- 
barassment by this failure on their part, that you make 
a note of the true conditions covering parcels post 
as compared to book post in some one of your edi-

FRANK WEDEKIND, German playwright and 
actor, said to have been imprisoned once for 
ridiculing the Kaiser, died in Munich on 
March 9. English translations of his plays and 
stories include the following: “The Awaken- 
ing of Spring” (play); “Erdgeist” (play) ; 
“Pandora’s Box” (play); “Such Is Life” 
(play) ; “Grisley Suitor” (story) ; “Rabbi Ezra 
and the Victim” (story); and “Princess Rus- 
salka.” 

RicHArD Barry O’BrIeEN, barrister and au- 
thor, died at the age of 71 in his home in Lon- 
don, on March t9. Mr. O’Brien was a prolific 
writer on Irish land and political questions 
and edited biographies of Irish leaders. He 
was one of the founders, and for 6 years 
president, of the Irish Literary Society. He 





wrote the following: “The Irish Land Que:
